NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

CALF  CARCASSES  MAY  BE  DRESSED  WITH  SKINS  ON. 

The  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  June,  1917,  page  63, 
entitled  "  Skins  Must  Be  Removed  from  Carcasses  of  Calves  from  Area  Quar- 
antined for  Texas  Fever,"  is  hereby  revoked. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  directed  to  Regulation  10,  section  8,  paragraph 
1,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  which  requires  that  when  a  carcass  is  to  be  dressed  with 
the  skin  left  on,  the  skin  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  and  cleaned  before 
evisceration.  Such  cleaning  of  the  skin  should  include  the  removal  of  all  ticks 
which  are  half  grown  or  larger. 

OMISSION    OF   ESTABLISHMENT   NUMBER    FROM    LARD    CARTONS. 

Referring  to  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  December, 
1919,  page  133,  under  the  caption  "  Omission  of  Establishment  Number  from 
Oleomargarin  Cartons,"  it  has  been  represented  to  the  bureau  that  an  exten- 
sion of  this  ruling  to  cover  lard  cartons  would  permit  of  the  interchangeable 
use  of  such  containers  at  subsidiary  establishments,  and  thus  enable  establish- 
ments to  carry  on  hand  smaller  supplies  than  are  necessary  under  require- 
ments specifying  the  application  of  the  establishment  number  to  each  carton. 
Accordingly,  permission  is  granted  for  the  omission  of  the  establishment  num- 
ber from  lard  and  compound  cartons,  provided  that  the  product  is  immediately 
inclosed  in  an  approved  wrapper  bearing  the  inspection  legend  and  establish- 
ment number. 

The  foregoing  ruling  does  not  authorize  the  omission  of  the  inspection  legend 
from  the  cartons.  The  omission  of  the  establishment  number  as  indicated  will 
necessitate  the  reapproval  of  cartons  so  prepared  for  each  establishment  at 
which  the  containers  are  to  be  used.  When  the  cartons  are  submitted  for  ap- 
proval there  should  be  applied  to  each  a  written  statement  indicating  that  the 
product  is  placed  in  approved  wrappers  bearing  the  inspection  legend  and  es- 
tablishment number,  in  order  that  such  information  may  be  apparent  on  copies 
of  the  containers  which  are  to  be  marked  with  bureau  stamp  of  approval. 

INSPECTIONS  FOR  THE  NAVY. 

In  the  bureau's  inspection  of  meat  and  products  for  the  Navy,  inspectors  are 
cautioned  to  pass  upon  all  such  articles  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Navy 
specifications  and  without  consideration  of  any  other  condition  or  circumstance. 
Every  article  which  does  not  conform  fully  with  the  Navy  specifications  shall  be 
rejected  by  the  inspector  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  Navy  official  having 
jurisdiction  accepts  the  article,  and  shall  be  so  reported  to  Washington  on 
M.  I.  Form  148,  specifying  the  cause  or  causes  for  rejection.  When  an  article 
is  rejected  by  the  inspector  and  accepted  by  the  Navy  a  notation  to  that  effect 
shall  be  made  on  the  report  showing  the  name  of  the  Navy  official  who  ac- 
cepted the  article  and  his  reasons  therefor.

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THE  $240  BONUS  FOR  NEWLY  APPOINTED  EMPLOYEES. 

By  Memorandum  No.  274  (amended)  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated 
March  23,  1920,  that  part  of  Memorandum  No.  274,  dated  April  25,  1919,  with 
reference  to  granting  of  increased  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $240  per  annum, 
is  amended,  effective  from  March  16,  1920,  so  as  to  provide  that  such  employees 
will,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  chief  of  the  bureau  concerned,  be  certified 
for  the  bonus,  to  take  effect  from  date  of  entrance  upon  duty,  only  after  they 
have  rendered  oue  month's  satisfactory  and  efficient  service. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  ADMINISTRATIVE  REGULATIONS. 

REINSTATEMENT;    CIVIL-SERVICE    INSTRUCTION;    LEAVE   ON    SEPARATION    FROM 
SERVICE;  MILITARY  LEAVE. 

By  Memorandum  No.  304  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  March  3, 
1920,  paragraphs  20  and  51  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  are  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

20.  Reinstatement. — A  person  separated  without  delinquency  or  misconduct 
from  a  competitive  position,  or  from  a  position  which  he  entered  by  transfer 
or  promotion  from  a  competitive  position,  may  be  reinstated  in  the  department 
or  office  in  which  he  served  at  the  time  of  his  separation,  upon  certificate  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  subject  to  the  following  limitations :  The  separa- 
tion must  have  occurred  within  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  nominating  or  appointing  officer  for  such  certificate ;  but  this 
limitation  shall  not  apply  to  a  person  who  served  in  the  Civil  War  or  the  War 
with  Spain  and  was  honorably  discharged,  or  his  widow,  or  an  Army  nurse  of 
either  war,  who  separated  from  the  competitive  classified  service  before 
November  28,  1919,  who  may  be  reinstated  in  the  department  from  which 
separated  without  time  limit.  If  separated  after  November  2S,  1919,  reinstate- 
ment may  be  made  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  separation.  A  soldier, 
sailor,  marine,  or  Army  nurse  of  the  War  with  Germany  formerly  in  the  com- 
petitive classified  service  may  be  reinstated  in  any  part  of  the  competitive 
classified  service  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  honorable  cessation  of 
active  military  service  if  he  has  the  required  fitness  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  position  to  which  his  reinstatement  is  sought.  The  widow  of  a  veteran  of 
the  War  with  Germany  formerly  in  the  competitive  classified  service  who  was 
the  wife  of  such  veteran  while  he  was  in  the  military  service  may  be  reinstated 
in  any  part  of  the  competitive  classified  service  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  cessation  of  her  husband's  military  service  by  death  or  otherwise  without 
discredit.  No  person  may  be  reinstated  to  a  position  requiring  an  examination 
different  from  that  required  for  the  position  from  which  he  was  separated 
without  passing  an  appropriate  examination. 

A  person  resigning  a  scientific  or  technical  position  in  the  competitive  service 
in  which  he  has  acquired  training  and  experience  not  to  be  acquired  elsewhere, 
t<>  enter  the  public  service  of  a  State,  county,  municipality,  or  foreign  govern- 
ment in  a  similar  capacity,  may  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  such 
service  be  reinstated  in  the  department  in  which  he  formerly  served  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  issued  upon  the  requisition  of  the 
department  dated  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  separation  from  the 
competitive  service. 

Reinstatement  is  not  a  right  given  to  a  former  employee,  but  it  is  merely  one 
of  the  ways  by  which  an  appointing  officer  may  fill  a  vacancy.  Reinstatement 
is  a  matter  of  administrative  discretion  and  is  not  to  be  granted  unless  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  service.  Reinstatement  will  be  refused  any  former  employee 
who  resigned  witli  the  view  of  running  for  office  or  indulging  in  a  degree  of 
political  activity  which  would  have  been  prohibited  had  he  remained  in  the 
service. 
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Recommendations  for  reinstatement  must  give  the  last  date  of  actual  service 
rendered  by  the  applicant,  salary  received  by  him  at  the  time  of  separation, 
also  the  number,  relationship,  etc.,  of  other  members  of  his  family  (if  any) 
who  are  employed  in  the  Government  service. 

51.  Aiding  others  to  pass  civil-service  examinations. — Under  penalty  of  re- 
moval from  the  public  service,  employees  are  prohibited  from  giving  instruction 
to  or  being  concerned  in  any  manner  in  the  instruction  of,  directly  or  indirectly, 
persons  or  classes  of  persons  preparing  for  civil-service  examinations,  either 
privately  or  in  schools  or  institutions  claiming  to  give  instruction  along  the 
lines  of  civil-service  examinations.  Employees  are,  also  prohibited  from  being 
concerned  financially  or  otherwise  in  such  schools  or  institutions. 

This  paragraph  does  not  apply  to  the  utilization  of  the  facilities  of  the  de- 
partment and  the  services  of  its  officers  and  employees  where  such  facilities  or 
services  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  by 
law,  in  the  training  and  testing  of  disabled  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines. 

By  memorandum  No.  307  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  March  31, 
1920,  paragraphs  96  and  111.  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  are  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

96.  Leave  which  may  be  alloioed  on  separation  from  the  service. — On  separa- 
tion from  the  department  by  resignation,  transfer,  or  any  other  termination  of 
appointment  without  prejudice,  employees  may,  in  meritorious  cases,  be  granted 
accrued  leave  at  the  rate  of  2J  days  for  each  month  of  service  since  the  first 
of  the  calendar  year  for  employees  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  li  days  for 
employees  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  except  in  cuch  field  offices  as 
enjoy  equal  privileges  under  the  law  with  employees  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. 

Whether  employees  dismissed  from  the  service  for  cause  shall  be  allowed  ac- 
crued leave  is  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  Secretary,  upon  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  chief  of  bureau  concerned,  according  to  the  circumstances  in  each 
case.  An  employee  dismissed  from  the  service  for  cause  may  be  required,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary,  to  make  refund  from  his  salary  for  leave  al- 
ready taken  in  excess  of  accrued  leave. 

111.  Military  leave. — All  employees  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  who  shall  be  members  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  entitled  to 
leave  of  absence  from  their  respective  duties  without  loss  of  pay,  time,  or 
efficiency  rating,  on  all  days  during  which  they  shall  be  engaged  in  field  or  coast 
defense  training  ordered  or  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  section  St)  of 
the  national-defense  act.  Such  employees  are,  however,  not  entitled  to  leave 
with  pay  while  they  are  on  active  military  duty  under  order  of  the  governor 
of  a  State,  in  connection  with  the  suppression  of  strikes  and  riots. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  92  of  the  act,  it  is  prescribed  that  "  each 
company,  troop,  battery,  and  detachment  in  the  National  Guard  shall  *  *  * 
participate  in  encampments,  in  maneuvers,  or  other  exercises,  including  out- 
door target  practice  at  least  15  days  in  training  each  year."  The  provisions  of 
section  80  apply  to  the  15  days'  period  prescribed  in  section  92  of  the  act. 

The  act  of  August  29,  1916  (39  Stat.,  556,  594),  provides  that  whenever  a 
member  of  the  Naval  Militia  who  is  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States 
attends  drills,  cruises,  or  other  ordered  duty  of  the  Naval  Militia,  he  shall  re- 
ceive the  amount  of  the  salary  or  wages  he  would  have  earned  had  he  not  been 
so  ordered,  in  addition  to  the  amount  provided  for  by  law  as  a  member  of  the 
said  Naval  Militia.  Members  of  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  ordered  out  in  con- 
nection with  maneuvers  are  not  entitled  to  leave  without  charge  but  may  to 
cover  such  absence  from  this  department  be  (1)  granted  annual  leave  with  pay 
within  legal  limitations,  i.  e..  30  days  in  Washington  and  15  days  in  the  field, 
or  (2)  granted  leave  without  pay. 

The  Army  appropriation  act  of  May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.,  40,  72),  provides  that 
all  employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  shall  be 
members  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  shall  be  entitled  to  leave  of  absence 
from  their  respective  duties,  without  loss  of  pay  or  time,  on  all  days  during 
which  they  shall  be  ordered  to  duty  with  troops  or  at  field  exercises,  or  for 
instruction,  for  periods  not  to  exceed  15  days  in  any  one  calendar  year. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FISCAL  REGULATIONS. 

ABSENCE  WITHOUT  PAY;   TRAVELING   EXPENSES. 

By  memorandum  No.  306  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  February  14, 
1920,  paragraph  No.  22,  sections  (p)  and  (q)  of  paragraph  No.  83,  and  sections 
(e)  and  (h)  of  paragraph  No.  S6  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  are  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

22.  Absence  without  pay. — An  employee  not  in  a  duty  or  pay  status  during 
an  entire  calendar  month  will  suffer  a  loss  of  one  day's  pay  for  each  day  in 
which  he  is  in  a  nonpay  status,  except  that — 

(ft)  Absence  without  pay  on  both  the  thirtieth  and  thirty-first  day  of  a  31- 
day  month  will  be  counted  as  one  clay's  absence  without  pay. 

(b)  Absence  without  pay  on  the  last  day  of  a  28-day  month  will  be  counted 
as  three  days'  absence  without  pay. 

(c)  Absence  without  pay  on  the  last  day  of  a  29-day  month  will  be  counted 
as  two  days'  absence  without  pay. 

83.  Expenses  not  reimbursable  in  addition  to  per  diem;  expenses  reimburs- 
able.—  (p)  Street  car,  transfer  coach,  omnibus,  cab,  carriage,  and  taxicab 
fares,  in  amounts  not  exceeding  locally  prevailing  rates,  except  when  incurred 
between  place  of  lodging,  or  where  meals  are  taken,  and  place  where  duty  is 
to  be  performed  (see  section  i)  :  Provided,  That  where  duty  is  performed  at 
more  than  one  place  on  any  one  day  street  car  or  other  fares  may  be  allowed 
between  such  places  of  duty :  Provided,  also,  That  charges  for  taxicabs  or  other 
means  of  transportation  more  expensive  than  street  cars  will  be  allowed  only 
when  it  is  shown  that  street-car  service  was  not  available  or  that  the  use  of 
taxicabs  or  other  means  of  transportation  more  expensive  than  street  cars  was 
a  public  necessity  rather  than  a  personal  convenience.  The  statement  that 
street-car  service  "was  not  available"  should  be  made  only  as  to  cities  where 
there  are  no  street  cars.  Inclement  weather,  unfamiliarity  with  a  city,  or  the 
fact  that  heavy  hand  baggage  is  being  carried  will  not  justify  the  use  of  taxi- 
cabs  or  other  means  of  transportation  more  expensive  than  street  cars,  nor 
will  charges  for  such  transportation  be  allowed  if  street  cars  are  within  walk- 
ing distance  of  the  depot,  hotel,  or  other  place  the  employee  is  required  to  visit 
on  official  business:  Provided,  however,  That  an  employee  may  properly  choose 
his  residence  in  a  suburb  of  his  official  station,  and  personal  transfers  as 
herein  provided  will  be  allowed  between  such  residence  and  the  depot  at  his 
official  station  at  the  beginning  and  termination  of  official  travel.  Payments  in 
excess  of  50  cents  due  to  higher  locally  prevailing  rates  must  be  explained  in 
writing. 

(ft)  Transfers  of  baggage  containing  Government  property  or  private  prop- 
erty for  Government  use  at  locally  prevailing  rates,  and  the  transfer  of  one 
piece  of  personal  baggage  consisting  of  a  trunk  or  like  article  too  heavy  to 
carry :  Provided,  however,  That  an  employee  may  properly  choose  his  residence 
in  a  suburb  of  his  official  station,  and  transfers  of  baggage  as  herein  provided 
will  be  allowed  between  such  residence  and  the  depot  at  his  official  station  at 
the  beginning  and  termination  of  official  travel.  (For  rates  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  see  Appendix  G. )  Payments  in  excess)  of  50  cents  due  to  higher 
locally  prevailing  rates  must  be  explained  in  writing- 

86.  Actual  traveling  expenses  defined. —  (e)  Street  car,  transfer  coach,  omni- 
bus, cab,  carriage,  or  taxicab  fares  will  be  allowed  for  each  personal  transfer 
if  the  charge  is  not  in  excess  of  locally  prevailing  rates:  Provided,  That 
charges  for  taxicabs  or  other  means  of  transportation  more  expensive  than 
street  cars  will  be  allowed  only  when  it  is  shown  that  street-car  service  was 
not  available  or  that  the  use  of  taxicabs  or  other  means  of  transportation  more 
expensive  than  street  cars  was  a  public  necessity  rather  than  a  personal  con- 
venience. The  statement  that  street-car  service  "  was  not  available  "  should 
be  made  only  as  to  cities  where  there  are  no  street  cars.  Inclement  weather, 
unfamiliarity  with  a  city,  or  the  fact  that  heavy  hand  baggage  is  being  carried 
will  not  justify  the  use  of  taxicabs  or  other  means  of  transportation  more  ex- 
pensive than  street  cars,  nor  will  charges  for  such  transportation  be  allowed 
if  street  cars  are  within  walking  distance  of  the  depot,  hotel,  or  other  place 
the  employee  is  required  to  visit  on  official  business.  Tips  to  drivers  or  chauf- 
feurs will  not  be  allowed.  Transfer  of  baggage  containing  Government  prop- 
erty or  private  property  for  Government  use  will  be  allowed  at  locally  prevail- 
ing rates,  and  the  transfer  of  one  piece  of  personal  baggage  at  such  rates  will 
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also  be  allowed  when  the  personal  baggage  consists  of  a  trunk  or  like  article 
too  heavy  to  carry.  (For  rates  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  see  Appendix  G.) 
Every  charge  for  baggage  transfers  included  in  reimbursement  accounts)  must 
indicate  the  number  of  pieces  transferred  and  be  supported  by  a  statement  that 
the  baggage  transferred  was  Government  property,  private  property  for  Gov- 
ernment use,  or  personal  baggage  consisting  of  a  trunk  or  like  article  too  heavy 
to  carry.  An  employee  may  properly  choose  his  residence  in  a  suburb  of  his 
official  station,  and  personal  transfers  and  transfers  of  baggage  as  herein  pro- 
vided will  be  allowed  between  such  residence  and  the  depot  at  his  official  sta- 
tion at  the  beginning  and  termination  of  official  travel.  Payments  in  excess 
of  50  cents  for  personal  transfers  and  transfers  of  baggage  must  be  explained 
in  writing.  Personal  transfers  and  transfers  of  baggage  between  hotels  will  be 
allowed  only  when  satisfactorily  explained.  When  properly  explained,  storage 
charges,  to  avoid  frequent  transfers,  may  be  allowed  on  baggage  containing 
Government  property,  private  property  for  Government  use,  or  personal  bag- 
gage consisting  of  a  trunk  or  like  article  too  heavy  to  carry. 

(70  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  86  (v),  customary  charges  for  sub- 
sistence expenses,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  $5  for  any  one  day,  may  be 
allowed,  and  will  include  all  expenses  incurred  for  meals,  lodging,  bath,  per- 
sonal use  of  room  at  hotel  during  the  daytime,  waiter  fees  not  exceeding  30 
cents  in  any  one  day ;  fees  for  checking  and  porterage  of  baggage  upon  arrival 
at  and  departure  from  hotels  not  to  exceed  10  cents  for  porterage  of,  and  10 
cents  for  checking,  each  piece;  laundry  to  be  included  in  subsistence  expenses 
for  the  date  on  which  paid;  telegrams  to  hotels  reserving  accommodations  (but 
not  telegrams  reserving  Pullman  accommodations  which  are  not  Items  of  sub- 
sistence but  of  travel  expense,  and  may  be  reimbursed  in  addition  as  such  when 
the  necessity  for  the  expense  is  satisfactorily  explained)  ;  and  all  other  sub- 
sistence expenses.  Charges  for  laundry  at  an  average  rate  not  exceeding  20 
cents  a  day  for  each  day  while  in  travel  status.  Charges  incurred  for  laundry 
at  official  headquarters  at  the  termination  of  a  trip  will  not  be  allowed.  Re- 
ceipts for  laundry  must  be  submitted  or  a  written  statement  filed  with  the 
account  showing  the  impracticability  of  obtaining  such  receipts.  A  charge 
for  lodging  at  a  hotel  and  a  charge  for  sleeping  berth  for  the  same  night  will 
be  allowed  only  when  accompanied  by  a  definite  statement  of  necessity :  Pro- 
vided, That  reimbursement  for  the  payment  of  any  fee  herein  mentioned  will 
not  be  allowed  in  States  in  which  the  payment  of  such  fee  is  prohibited  by  law. 
(See  Appendix  F.) 

TRANSFER  OF  BAGGAGE. 

The  attention  of  employees  who  are  required  to  travel  is  invited  to  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  from  several  recent  decisions  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  relating  to  baggage  transfers: 

Decision  of  December  6,  1919. — "  AVhile  not  defining  the  meaning  of  baggage 
in  the  authority  of  the  Regulations  to  transfer  baggage  between  station  and 
hotel,  such  baggage  as  is  ordinarily  carried  by  hand  is  not  in  itself  baggage  to 
be  so  transferred.  There  should  be  shown  facts  requiring  such  transportation 
if  the  fact  of  it  being  hand  baggage  appears.  If  there  are  any  facts  to  show 
that  the  voucher  charges  are  for  such  hand  baggage  as  is  usully  carried  the 
payment  is  not  authorized." 

Decision  of  January  8,  1920  (Appeal  30S47).  The  items  disallowed  with  the 
explanation  for  the  expenditure  are  as  follows : 

"  March  24  (1919).  Taxicab  from  hotel  to  depot.  Houston.  Tex.  It  was  rain- 
ing at  the  time  of  leaving  for  the  depot.  I  bad  heavy  hand  haggage.  also 
blue-print  maps  which  might  have  been  soiled  in  the  rain.  In  order  to  have 
taken  the  street  car  it  would  have  been  necessary  for  me  to  walk  more  than 
half  a  block,  to  have  waited  in  the  rain  for  the  car,  and  to  have  again  walked 
from  the  street  car  to  the  depot.    Therefore  street  cars  were  not  available. 

"  May  7  (1919).  Taxicab  from  residence  to  depot,  Kansas  City.  It  was  rain- 
ing at  the  time  of  leaving  for  the  depot.  If  I  had  taken  a  street  car  it  would 
have  been  necessary  for  me  to  walk  more  than  half  a  block  in  the  rain,  to  have 
changed  cars  twice  en  route,  to  have  waited  in  the  rain  for  my  car  at  the  point 
of  each  change,  and  to  have  walked  practically  a  block  from  the  street  car  to 
the  depot,  in  the  rain.    Therefore  street  cars  were  not  available." 
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The  auditor  disallowed  the  claim  as  "  the  explanation  for  the  use  of  these 
taxicabs  establishes  personal  rather  than  official  necessity." 

With  respect  to  reimbursement  for  expenditures  of  this  character  it  has 
been  said  that  "  the  necessity  must  be  real,  and  it  must  be  clearly  shown  that 
the  use  of  street  cars  was  impracticable  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  reimburse- 
ment." It  appears  in  this  case  that  street  cars  were  being  operated  with 
the  required  frequency  and  that  they  were  available  from  the  standpoint  of 
distance.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  99  per  cent  of  the  persons  who,  during  the 
hours  in  question,  would  use  the  street  cars  were  it  not  raining  used  them 
during  the  rain.  It  is  a  frequent  occurrence  in  any  city  to  see  many  people 
waiting  in  a  rain  to  board  street  cars.  The  observation  is  warranted  that 
most  people  who  ordinarily  travel  on  street  cars  use  them  when  it  rains  as 
well  as  during  clear  weather,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  change  this  practice 
when  the  Government  is  bearing  the  expense  of  the  person's  travel. 

Decision  of  February  2,  1920. — "  The  inspector  states  that  his  baggage  con- 
sists of  a  Corona  typewriter,  a  brief  bag  (average  weight  25  pounds),  a  3-A 
camera,  steel  measuring  tapes,  rule,  counter,  etc.,  all  of  which  is  Government 
property.  He  also  carried  a  suit  case,  or  traveling  bag,  or  both,  which  con- 
tained in  addition  to  small  items  of  Government  property  his  personal  baggage. 
I  think  this  statement  of  facts  is  sufficient  to  take  the  transfer  charges  out  of 
the  rule  that  simply  hand  baggage  does  not  authorize  engaging  such  service. 
It  is  to  be  stated  also,  in  this  connection,  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of 
submitting  all  vouchers  having  a  statement  of  such  facts  for  the  decision  of 
this  office  thereon,  that  if  the  facts  are  stated  showing  something  more  than 
baggage  of  the  kind  that  is  usually  carried  by  hand,  the  administrative  action 
thereon  approving  the  charges  for  transfer  as  baggage  will  be  sufficient  to  pass 
the  voucher  in  the  accounts." 


SPECIAL  INSTRUCTIONS  TO  EMPLOYEES  AUTHORIZED  TO  SHIP 
EFFECTS  AND  PERSONAL  PROPERTY  ON  DEPARTMENT  BILL 
OF  LADING  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  CHANGE  OF  PERMANENT 
STATION. 

Memorandum  No.  305  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  March  12,  1920, 
reads  as  follows : 

In  connection  with  the  provisions  of  sections  (p),  (q),  and  (r)  of  paragraph 
86,  Fiscal  Regulations,  as  amended  by  Memorandum  No.  297,  dated  January  16, 
1920,  and  Memorandum  No.  301,  dated  February  5,  1920,  the  following  instruc- 
tions should  be  carefully  followed  by  employees  authorized,  on  the  occasion  of  a 
change  of  permanent  station,  to  ship  their  effects  and  personal  property  on  a 
department  bill  of  lading. 

Weight  limit  removed. — While  Memorandum  No.  297,  amending  section  (p) 
of  paragraph  86,  Fiscal  Regulations,  removes  the  limitation  of  weight  of  5.000 
pounds  on  shipments  of  household  goods  and  extends  authority  to  include  in  the 
shipment  all  of  the  employee's  effects  and  personal  property  used  in  official 
work,  care  and  judgment  must  be  exercised  to  include  in  the  shipment  only 
articles  that  are  of  sufficient  value  to  the  employee  to  justify  the  expense  of 
their  transportation  by  the  Government,  that  are  his  personal  property,  used  in 
connection  with  his  household,  and  the  shipment  of  which  has  the  administra- 
tive approval  of  the  proper  official  of  the  branch  of  the  department  in  which  he 
is  employed. 

Valuation  of  shipment  to  be  indicated. —  (a)  Where  shipment  is  made  from 
one  point  to  another  in  the  same  State  the  shipper  must  write  across  the  face 
of  the  Government  bill  of  lading,  the  memorandum  bill  of  lading,  and  the  ship- 
plug  order  the  following : 

Household  goods  shipped  hereon  released  to  the  lowest  valuation  ap- 
plicable to  such  shipments. 


(Signature  of  shipper.) 
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(b)  Where  shipment  is  made  from  one  State  to  another  the  shipper  must 
write  across  the  face  of  the  Government  bill  of  lading,  the  memorandum  bill  of 
hiding,  and  the  shipping  order  the  following: 

I  hereby  declare  the  value  of  each  article  of  household  goods  herein 
described  as  10  cents  a  pound. 


(Signature  of  shipper.) 

Articles  shipped  to  be  itemized. — Each  article  shipped  must  be  specifically 
mentioned  in  the  bill  of  lading,  and  the  weight  given,  whether  the  shipments 
consist  of  carload  or  less-than-carload  lots.     For  example : 

1  bundle  of  bedding 120  lbs. 

1  barrel  of  crockery 350  lbs.,  etc. 

This  information  is  necessary  properly  to  adust  claims  for  loss  of  or  damage 
to  shipments  which  may  occur. 

Household  goods  defined. — Household  goods  ax-e  second-hand  (used)  house- 
hold or  personal  effects,  such  as  clothing,  furniture,  furnishings  for  residences, 
and  the  like.  When  articles  other  than  household  goods  are  shipped  with 
household  goods  such  articles  are  subject  to  their  own  less-than-carload  ratings. 

Packing  requirements. — The  following  packing  requirements  must  be  ob- 
served, except  that  trunks  or  articles  of  furniture  may  be  used  as  substitutes 
for  boxes,  subject  to  the  packing  requirements  for  such  articles  of  furniture : 

Bedding,  carpets,  or  rugs,  in  barrels,  boxes,  crates,  wrapped  bundles,  or 
wrapped  rolls. 

Books,  clothing,  draperies  and  linens,  glassware,  musical  instruments,  and 
pottery,  in  barrels  or  boxes. 

Marble  slabs,  mirrors  and  pictures,  and  sewing  machines,  in  boxes  or  crates. 

Furniture,  upholstered,  or  having  surfaces  liable  to  damage,  must  he  fully 
protected  by  boxing,  crating,  or  wrapping.  Excelsior  pads  or  their  equivalent 
must  be  used  whenever  necessary  properly  to  protect  such  articles. 

Stoves  or  ranges,  or  trunks  containing  household  goods  or  personal  effects, 
must  be  boxed  or  crated  when  included  in  less-than-carload  shipments. 

All  household  goods,  other  than  those  specifically  enumerated  above,  requiring 
protection  against  breakage  or  chafing,  must  be  shipped  in  bags,  barrels,  boxes, 
wrapped  bundles,  or  crates. 

Articles  of  jewelry  or  silverware  must  not  be  included  in  shipments  of  house- 
hold goods. 

Carload  shipments. — The  requirements  of  section  (r),  paragraph  S6,  Fiscal 
Regulations,  that  carload  shipments  must  be  made  when  the  cost  at  the  car- 
load rate  is  lower  than  the  cost  at  the  less-than-carload  rate,  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  the  shipper  to  ascertain  whether  his  household  goods  weigh  enough  ih 
the  aggregate  to  require  their  shipments  as  a  carload  and  whenever  he  finds 
that  the  total  weight  approximates  7,000  pounds  or  more,  he  should  confer 
with  the  agent  of  the  transportation  company  at  the  point  of  shipment  to  de- 
termine whether  the  shipment  would  cost  less  as  a  carload  than  if  shipped  in 
less  than  car  lots.  Whenever  it  develops  that  shipment  in  a  carload  will  be 
advantageous  to  the  Government,  the  shipper  should  ascertain  from  the  agent 
the  dimensions  of  the  smallest  car  necessary  to  convey  the  shipment  and  should 
place  his  order  for  such  a  car.  If  a  car  of  larger  dimensions  than  is  neces- 
sary is  ordered  by  the  shipper,  there  is  an  additional  charge  therefor,  but  if  a 
car  of  the  proper  size  is  ordered  by  him  and  a  larger  car  is  furnished  in  lieu 
thereof  by  the  transportation  company,  there  is  no  such  additional  charge. 

In  connection  with  every  shipment  in  carload  lots  the  initials  and  number 
of  each  car  used  should  be  indicated  on  the  face  of  the  bill  of  lading,  the  memo- 
randum bill  of  lading,  and  the  shipping  order. 

Automobiles,  motor  cycles,  and  bicycles. — Automobiles,  motor  cycles,  and 
bicycles  are  not  household  goods.  When  automobiles,  motor  cycles,  or  bicycles 
are  shipped  with  household  goods  in  carload  lots,  such  vehicles  take  their  own 
special  rating  in  addition  to  the  carload  lot  charge  for  the  household  goods. 
Automobiles  weighing  5,000  pounds  or  less  are  charged  for  at  a  minimum 
weight  of  5,000  pounds  at  the  first-class  rate.  Motor  cycles  and  bicycles  must 
be  boxed  or  crated. 

Horses  and  other  live  stock. — Horses  and  other  live  stock  may  also  be 
shipped  with  household  goods  in  carload  lots,  such  live  stock  taking  its  own 
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special  rating  in  addition  to  the  carload  lot  charge  for  the  household  goods. 
Depending  on  circumstances,  it  may  become  necessary  for  the  owner  or  an 
attendant  to  accompany  such  a  shipment  in  order  that  the  live  stock  may 
have"  the  proper  and  legally  required  attention  as  to  feeding  and  watering. 
Arrangements  for  the  placing  of  live  stock  in  a  car  with  household  goods  should 
always  be  made  in  advance  with  the  agent  of  the  transportation  company  at 
the  point  of  shipment.  Such  shipments  should  be  designated  as  "  ordinary 
live  stock  "  on  the  bill  of  lading,  the  memorandum  bill  of  lading,  and  the  ship- 
ping order  which  specify  the  kind  of  animal.  A  live-stock  contract  must  also 
be  executed  in  order  to  obtain  proper  rating  of  the  stock  shipped. 

[Note  by  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. — Applications  for  the  issuance  of  a 
Government  bill  of  lading  to  cover  the  shipment  of  household  goods  and  per- 
sonal effects,  including  horses  or  other  live  stock,  must  specify  the  number  and 
weight  of  horses  and  the  number,  weight,  and  kind  of  other  live  stock,  and 
whether  the  employee  to  whom  they  belong  will  accompany  the  shipment.] 

Preparation  of  bills  of  lading. — In  the  preparation  of  bills  of  lading  the  type- 
writer should  be  used  wherever  possible. 


SHIPMENT  OF  POISONS,   DISEASE  GERMS,  OR  OTHER  ARTICLES 
WHICH  MAY  INJURE  MAIL  MATTER. 

In  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  December,  1914,  page  184,  the 
attention  of  bureau  employees  was  called  to  section  472  of  the  Postal  Laws  and 
Regulations  relating  to  the  shipment  of  poisons,  disease  germs,  and  of  other 
articles  or  materials  which  may  harm  another,  or  which  may  damage  or  injure 
the  mails.  The  attention  of  bureau  employees  is  now  directed  to  the  following 
provisions  of  section  473  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations : 

Sec.  473.  Specimens  of  diseased  tissues  may  be  admitted  to  the  mail  for 
transmission  to  United  States,  State,  municipal,  or  other  laboratories  in  pos- 
session of  permits  referred  to  in  paragraph  3  of  this  section  only  when  inclosed 
in  mailing  cases  constructed  in  accordance  with  this  regulation,  provided  that 
bacteriologic  or  pathologic  specimens  of  plague  and  cholera  shall  under  no  cir- 
cumstances be  admitted  to  the  mails. 

2.  Liquid  cultures,  or  cultures  of  microorganisms  in  media  that  are  fluid  at 
the  ordinary  temperature  (below  45°  C.  or  113°  F. ),  are  unmailable.  Such  speci- 
mens   may    be    sent    in    media    that    remain    solid    at    ordinary    temperature. 

3.  No  package  containing  diseased  tissue  shall  be  delivered  to  any  representa- 
tive of  any  of  said  laboratories  until  a  permit  shall  have  first  been  issued  by  the 
Posl  master  General  certifying  that  said  institution  has  been  found  to  be  en- 
titled, in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  regulation,  to  receive  such 
specimens. 

4  (a)  Specimens  of  tubercular  sputum  (whether  disinfected  with  carbolic 
acid  or  not  disinfected)  shall  be  transmitted  in  a  solid  glass  vial  with  a  mouth 
not  less  than  1  inch  in  diameter  and  capacity  of  not  more  than  2  ounces,  closed 
by  a  cork  stopper  or  by  a  metallic  screw  top  protected  by  a  rubber  or  felt 
washer.  Specimens  of  diphtheria,  typhoid,  or  other  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases  or  diseased  tissues,  shall  be  placed  in  a  test  tube  made  of  tough  glass 
not  over  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter  and  not  over  7i  inches  in  length, 
closed  with  a  stopper  of  rubber  or  cotton  and  sealed  with  paraffin  or  covered 
with  a  tightly  fitting  rubber  cap. 

(h)  The  glass  vial  or  test  tube  shall  then  be  placed  in  a  cylindrical  tin  box, 
with  soldered  joints,  closed  by  a  metal  screw  cover  with  a  rubber  or  felt  washer. 
The  vial  or  test  tube  in  this  tin  box  shall  be  completely  and  evenly  surrounded 
by  absorbent  cotton  closely  packed. 

(c)  The  tin  box  with  its  contents  must  then  be  inclosed  in  a  closely  fitting 
■  metal,  wooden,  or  papier-mache  block  or  tube,  at  least  three-sixteenths  of  an 
inch  thick  in  its  thinnest  part,  of  sufficient  strength  to  resist  rough  handling 
and  support  the  weight  of  the  mails  piled  in  bags.  This  last  tube  shall  be 
tightly  closed  with  a  screw-top  cover  with  sufficient  screw  threads  to  require  at 
least  one  and  one-half  full  turns  before  it  will  come  off,  and  fitted  with  a  felt 
or  rubber  washer. 
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5.  Specimens  of  blood  dried  or  class  microscopic  slides  for  the  diagnosis  of 
malaria  or  typhoid  fever  by  the  Widal  test  may  be  sent  in  any  strong  mailing 
case  which  is  not  liable  to  breakage  or  loss  of  the  specimen  in  transit. 

6.  Upon  the  outside  of  every  package  of  diseased  tissues  admitted  to  the 
mails  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  words  "  Specimen  for  bacteriological 
examination.    This  package  to  be  pouched  with  letter  mail." 

It  is  expected  that  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  will  be  strictly 
complied  with,  and  that  when  specimens  of  diseased  tissues  or  of  bacteriologi- 
cal cultures  pathogenic  to  man  or  animals  are  sent  by  either  mail  or  express 
the  rules  of  the  Post  Office  Department  regarding  packing  will  be  strictly 
observed. 


GIVE  COMPLETE  ADDRESS   WHEN    ORDERING    SUPPLIES. 

In  ordering  supplies  and  forms  the  complete  address  to  which  they  are  to 
be  sent  must  be  given.  Previous  notices  to  this  effect  have  apparently  been  dis- 
regarded. Failure  to  comply  with  these  instructions  in  the  future  will  result 
in  the  requisitions  being  returned  unfilled. 


WRITING  INK,  FOUNTAIN-PEN  INK,  AND  STAMP-PAD  INK. 

In  the  future,  writing  ink,  fountain-pen  ink,  and  stamp-pad  ink  will  not  be 
supplied  to  the  field  from  the  bureau  storeroom.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to 
pack  glassware  containing  ink  with  miscellaneous  supplies  so  as  to  prevent 
breakage.  In  many  instances  the  bottles  become  broken  and  the  contents 
render  a  quantity  of  forms  or  other  supplies  unfit  for  use.  In  view  of  this  fact 
inspectors  and  others  in  charge  of  field  stations  may  purchase  ink  under  their 
station  letters  of  authorization  instead  of  requisitioning  it  on  Form  P-l.  This 
of  course  does  not  apply  to  ink  for  branding  purposes.
